Ten-pound Boxes
vurieties must be in perfect condition,
af the right degree of ripeness, [ree
from all insect pests and blemishes,
Stemless cherries to be kept out.

In packing the ten-pound boxes,
care must be taken by the packer to
hive the cherrles as near uniform in
sizes ag possible all the way through
the hox,

Boxes should be marked according
to the number of rows across the end,
as in nine-row, ten-row
row,

In making the box, top should be
nalled on and cleated, hottom left off,

Twenty-pound or 26-pound Boxes—
Follow same instructions when pack-
ing elther 20-pound or 265-pound
boxes as those given for 10-pound

Lug Boxes—We also recommend
